Iii the early days there was a regu- 


lar line of packets between St. Louis 
and St. Joseph, all side whcelors, mid 
the average round trip occupied eight 
days. A boat left St. Louis every day 
for the Missouri river, and as there 
were fourteen boats in the line each 
boat made a round trip once every two 
weeks during the season. During the 
winter the boats ran between St. Jxniis 
and New Orleans. 


Coining up the river tbe boats ran 


all night, but in going down they al- 
ways hud up as soon a* darkness set 
in. In going down tlie river the boats 
usually left St. Joseph early in the 
afternoon and' laid up for tlie night at 
Wilton, where there was always a lot 
of freight to load. The next day they 
went to Lexington, the next to Boou- 
ville and the next to St. Louis. Occa- 
sionally during hiuh water a boat 
would leave Lexington at dayligot and 
reach St. Louis in time for breakfast 
tfie next morning. 


The boats carried from 200 to 400 


pa«<;engers on the trip up the river, 
counting the immigrants on the deck, 
but iroimr back they only had cabin 
pasvengers. 
The cabin fare from St. 


Loins to St. Joseph ranged from ?UJ 
to ?!.">, which included meal1* and state- 
room. 
The boats were all supplied 


with line cooks, aud the passengers 
lived on the best that money could 
hu\. 


The averace boat carried .V»0 to fiOo 


ton« of freight in addition to pa^sea- 
gers.

The expense of a round 


trip from St. LouN to St. Joseph, in- 
cluding loadiug and unloading, wa* e-=- 
titnated at S4.(K»o. and tlie iucome from 
cost to S7.(HJO. 
Each boat carried a 


crew of from SO to 300 men. The aver- 
age value of the boats iu the line was 
probably S4.~i.000 each. 


The boats were often ou sand bars, 


where they sometimes remained for a 
day and nicht. but altogether the time 
WHS made sur-pri^in^ly well. A pilot 
who had a reputation for keeping his 
boat off the bars commanded as high 
as $500 .1 month. Each boat was pro- 
vided with two pilots, and tbis expense 
usually amounted to from Sf«"'0 to Sl.- 
000 a month. 
All a river pilot saved 


he put in his watch chain. You could 
tell a high priced pilot by the size of 
the links in his gold watch chain. A 
rattling: good first mate who knew how 
to handle a boat after it struck a. bar 
received $250 a month. 


Poker was a fuvonte river amuse- 


ment, and it "w:is Dot an uncommon 
sight to see eight or ten games going 
at the same time iu the maiu cabin of 
a steamboat. And the playing was for 
actual money, which was displayed ir: 
stack^ on the tables. 


Among the famous boats en the river 


at that time were the Kate Kimaey. T. 
G. Aubry, Morning Star. John D. Per- 
ry, Sioux City. Omaha. Carrier and the 
Jar.ie- II. Luc.i«. The last named made 
the fastest run in the history of the 
river-—50 hours and 22 rninr.tes from St. 
Louis to St_ Joseph.

Sometimes it becomes 


difficult to keep the eyes open, and 
there is a vague- sensation as though 
some invisible force wurf tugging at 
one side of the eye until the victim 
wonders if he is not becoming CI-ON-, 
eyed. Ill such cases strong glasses sup- 
port the weakened muscles and relieve 
the symptoms, but they do not effect 
a cure. Sometimes they are necessary, 
but often, on the contrary, persistent 
and systematic exercising of the mus- 
cles will restore them to a condition of 
health. 


Let the iirst exercise he taken for the 


purpose of strengthening the muscles 
of accommodation. 
Extend the hand 


at arm's length with the first finger 
pointing upward. 
Fix both, eyes on 


this digit aud slowly briug it toward 
the face until it touches the tip of the 
nose. Then slowly carry it away from 
the face again until tlie iirst position is 
reached. Do this three or four tiroes 
at first, keeping both eyes constantly 
upon the raised finger throughout the 
operation described. 


The second exercise consists in turn- 


ing the glance upward aud thon down- 
ward as far as possible without alter- 
ing the position of the face. 
Repeat 


this two or three times at the first trial, 
and then vary the exercise and bring a 
new set of muscles into play by turn- 
ing the eyes first to the right and then 
to the left as far as possible, the face 
remaining motionles?. 
After two or 


three movements of this character, 
with the face still in the same position, 
carry the glance to its full extent first 
to the upper right hand corner of the 
eye, after that t;> the lower left hand 
corner, then to the upper left hand cor- 
ner and from there to the lower right 
hand corner. 


To complete the series of exerci.-es 


rotate the eyeballs in their sockets t~ro 
or 'three times. cau=ing the glance to 
reach the extreme limit of vision in 
making the circle. 


It is necessary that these exercise 


be employed, witu caution at first, for 
otherwise they will tire the muscles 
and bring on dizziness or headaches. 
The face may be hard to realize, but 
the whole practice is exactly the same 
in character and effect as the exercis- 
ing of the muscles of the arra or leg, 
and it is just as certain that the mus- 
cles of the eye will be strengthened 
and develorod by the movements de- 
scribed.
